c) each booth in each location equipped with at least one viewing screen and 
connected via a network providing both videoconferencing between booths in different 
geographic location^ and multi-media access for each booth, wherein each booth has a 
table and a pluraMy of seating areas, the plurality of seating areas arranged so that 
viewing screen is visible from the plurality of seating areas, and the table sized to 
accommodate/serving a meal to a plurality of individuals in the seating areas. 
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
